WHERE’S THE FAULT LIE? 


Quakes Rattle 


And Roll, Too!

Santa Ana could experience an 
earthquake equal to San Fran- 
cisco’s 1906 disaster, prophecised 
William Barry, geology instruc- 
tor, today. 

Barry is not alarmed by this 
fact, however. ‘‘SSome areas are 
tornado-prone, some are hurri- 
eane-prone,” he said. “California 
is earthquake-prone and _ no 
amount of worrying will alleviate 
the problem. Learning to live 
with the hazards of his region is 
a lesson every person must 
learn.”’ : 

What causes an earthquake? 

“Seismologists,” Barry  ex- 
pounded, “‘say it is the result of 
an abrupt movement on a fault 
deep down in the earth. A fault 
is a line of breakage in the 
earth’s crust. Such faults exist 
because of stresses that build up, 
accompanied many times by 
mountain - making activity. 

“The stresses,” he continued, 


“are caused by little known forc- 
es ‘that ‘originate within the earth 


and seem to involve heat-transfer 
through the rock. With sufficient 
stress ' the crust breaks and a 
quake occurs.”’ 


California abounds with faults, 
the largest being the San An- 
dreas, which traverses about 
three-fourths the length of Cali- 
fornia and lies mainly parallel 
to the coastline. 

Minor quakes in recent weeks 
have had Dons tremoring in their 
boots, although SAC is not lo- 
cated near any major fault. 

El Don files record a series of 
sharp quakes in ’61, but no 
damage was reported. Had it not 
been for the quakes of ’33, when 
the campus was completely de- 
molished, SAC would still be at 
its old site located on the Santa 
Ana High School grounds. 

In case a severe quake occurs 
while classes are in session, 
Barry advises the following: 

‘Wherever you’ are, stay 
there. By moving around you may 
cause panic among those around 
you, as well as risking the pos- 
sibility of being hit by a falling 
object.” 


Tie Vote Delays 
Rights Chairman 
Approval By ASB 


Approval of a Bill of Rights 
Week chairman is: expected to be 
forthcoming at Tuesday’s student 
council meeting, after approval 
of one candidate ended in a tie 
vote. 

From seven candidates who ap- 
plied for the chairmanship of the 
program, Mike Reiter was nomi- 
nated by a committee composed 
of Ernest. Crain, faculty adviser 
for the Bill of Rights program, 
and associate deans William Cor- 
ser and Isabelle Rellstab. 

A prepared statement later re- 
leased by ASB President Dan 
Weaver, Crain and Corser, stated 
that “‘because of a lack of com- 
munication, the candidate (Rei- 
ter) was not present,” and thus, 
“the council did not confirm the 
nomination due to a tie vote. 

“His (Reiter’s) election to this 
post will be reconsidered at the 
next council meeting at which 
time Mr. Reiter will be present 
to answer questions,” the state- 
ment said. 

For the past 10 years, SAC 
has participated in Bill of Rights 
Week competing with junior and 
four year colleges throughout 
the nation, and has won national 
honors four separate years, plus 
scholarships in excess of $4000. 


Library Gets 
New Tables 


Neally library is taking on a 
new look this fall with the ad- 
dition of nine tables and new 
chairs. Total cost for the chairs 
and tables was $2129. 

The desk and chairs have been 
put to good use in alleviating the 
crowded conditions of the li- 
brary, according to Mrs. Arlene 
Moore, head librarian. A total of 
400. new bodks have also been 
added this fall, dealing mainly 
with reference work and supple- 
mentary reading. 

Mrs. Mary Linder and Mrs. 
Ruth Burns have been added to 
the library staff this year. 


Mrs. Moore said a larger pro- 
portion of students are using the 
library’s facilities. A new re- 
striction prohibits students from 
taking briefcases, bags, or 
purses into the reference stack 
section, she added.

Groves also tossed a PAT 
good for two points to halfback 
Fernando Arias to make the 
score 8-0. 


With 38 seconds remaining in 
the second quarter, the Dons re- 
covered a fumble on the Indians’ 
42. SAC began rambling on a 
seven yard pass from Dave Rios 
to end John Pitts.

During the scoreless second 
half the Dons almost scored 


once. SAC drove 49 yards to the 
Indians’ two, but a fumble by 
Rios thwarted the Dons scoring 
chances. 
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
